Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage preach- 
od from fhe following text: Gala- 
tions oi, 10, "As wo have therefore 
opportunity, lot us do good unto all 
men." •• 

Great opportunities arc willing to 
knock at the door of only the hon¬ 
ored few who have previously made 
great preparations to meet and to 
•mbrace them. They are not friend¬ 
less and helpless waifs on the street. 
They are not social outcasts who 
have to beg a place whereon to lay 
their heads. They arc not fugitives 
from Justice who are fleeing the con¬ 
vict’© cell or the hangman's noo6C. 
They are august messengers, who 
aro particular under what roof they 
lodge and at what table they sit 
down and eat. Thus wo find, by 
tracing history, that though all men 
who have prepared themselves for 
success in a certain line of work do 
not necessarily get the opportunity 
to achieve that success, yet in no 
case do wc find the swift footed 
travelers tailed "great opportuni¬ 
ties" dwelling in the home of one 
who has not the mental and moral 
capacity to welcome and entertain 
them. 

Tt is essential that the Christian 
should consecrate his life to Christ 
in order to be prepared for the great 
opportunities for Christian service. 
Jt is very important for you and me 
to live close to Christ, to feel the 
touch of Christ's unnointing hands 
upon our hearts, touch of his loving 
lips upon our cheeks, the touch of 
his annointing foot upon our feet, 
before wc can go forth successfully 
on our mission of Christian service. 
Many failures in the Christian life 
can be traced directly to tliis lack 
of 

- SPIRITUAL PREPARATION, 

wc cannot recognize our opportunity 
when it comes. An ancient sculptor 
once chiseled the statue of the my¬ 
thological goddess called "Opportun¬ 
ity," with a veiled face. lie said: 
"The reason I covered Opportunity’s 
face was because so few are able to 
recognize her when she stands by 
their side." Tho sculptor was wrong 
In part as well as right in part. lie 
should have blinded the eyes of the 
onlooker rather than the far-seeing 
eyes of the mythological goddess. 
The chief reason why some of us do 
not see the sweet faced Pauline mes¬ 
sengers, which we may call tUc Op¬ 
portunities of Christian service, is 
because most of us nre spiritually 
blinded by our past sins, because 
most, of us nre not willing by pray¬ 
er and close communion with God 
to make the spiritual preparation 
that, is necessary to fit us aright for 
gospel work. 

llut more than mere equipment is 
necessary. Great opportunities arc 
willing to bless those only who are 
ready to .sacrifice, and, if need be. to 
die for tho cause those opportunities 
represent. There is a wide difference 
between being mentally, physically 
and spiritually equipped to meet u 
great opportunity and being willing 
to make the sacrifice that is essen¬ 
tial for the success of that cause 
nfter tho opportunity has arrived. 
l>jlatc was mentally nnd physically 
able to realize the nature of the op¬ 
portunity of his position. He knew 
that Jesus was guiltless. lie saw 
clearly and distinctly what he ought 


old Romans used to believe that Op¬ 
portunity wai a messenger who had 
a lock of hair growing upon her 
forehead and that the rest of her 
head was bald. They also believed 
that she had wings upon her feet 
and that she could fly swifter than 
the winds. They believed that if 
Opportunity was not grasped by the 
forehead she could not be caught 
again, because her wings could out- 
speed even the flight of a meteor. 
The Latin symbol is a good one. 

Momentous is the fact that the 
past opportunities for doing good 
will never come back. There is 
many a man here who would bo will¬ 
ing to cut of! his right arm if he 
could only bring back some of them. 
I once read of a father who in 
anger drove his son out o' his home. 
Tho boy, on account of tue father's 
bitterness, plunged into a life of 
sin. A few years later ho was dying 
in one of tho London tenements. 
Just before his last breath was 
drawn ho told tho city missionary 
who he was and why ho was dying. 
Then ho sent to his irate parent 
these farewell words : "Tell father 
I could have died happy if ho onlv 
had been willing to forgive me. Ask 
him to forgive me even if I am 
dead." Tho missionary, as soon as 
ho had closed the dead boy's eyes, 
went to the rich father’s home. When 
he first met tho parent and said, "I 
havo come from your boy," tho 
father's rage knew no bounds. He 
exclaimed in anger : "Don’t talk to 
nie about my son. I never want to 
see his face again while he is alive." 
But when the missionary said, "You 
will never see your boy’s face again 
while he is alive—he is dead," tho 
father broke down and

lie then said th,«.t he did want his 
boy hack. And \ 'hen he heard the 
dying message his remorse was 
greater than he c y uld bear. All the 
remainder of his arthly lifo that 
father kept brooding and regretting 
tho severity of his treatment of his 
son. But his sorrow was useless, 
lie could not bring back his dead 
boy. Ho could never undo his pact 
wrong. His opportunity was gone, 
and gone forever. 

But, I bethink myself that, as a 
pastor 1 have to-day an infinite op¬ 
portunity which may never come to 
me again. I have an opportunity to 
present Jesus Christ to soino young 
man or woman hero who is not a 
member of tho Christian church, as 
were the friends to whom Paul wrote 
his Galatian letter. lily brother or 
sister, I want you to come into the 
fellowship of the Lord Jesus Christ 
so that you may have a part in 
these gospel opportunities. I plead 
with you earnestly that you will 
confess Jesus Christ to-day nnd be¬ 
come one of his disciples, even 
though no one may have spoken to 
you of religion for many years. You 
were brought up in a Christian 
[home, but when that home was 
broken up on account of your par¬ 
ents' death you drifted away from 
ithe church nnd from the teachings 
you learned at your mother s knee, 
i You have not been to a church ser¬ 
vice for years. It may be becauso 
.you were coolly treated in cno of 
tho large city churches when you 
I first came to town. But lust night 
j when you were alone in your room 
and took down the old family al¬ 
lbum. Perhaps that was the first 
time you hail looked at the book 
for months. Then you became homo- 
isick for the old scenes of your child - 


forty year# ago, and praieeo the 
grace of God which enabled him to 
be sincere before God and to follow 
Him fully. This is the only thing 
on which One con look back with 
real comfort as we advance in years 
—that without any thought of man's 
frown or favor we have been able 
to stand humbly, but sincerely, with 
God.

All through the wilderness wan¬ 
derings, as the many thousands 
died who were men when Joshua and 
Caleb spied out tho land. Caleb 
held fast the word of Jehovah by 
the mouth of Moses that whpever 
else might die His servant Caleb 
would enter the land and possess it, 
becauso ho wholly followed the Lord. 
We think of Paul in tho storm at 
sea when all hope was given up, say¬ 
ing to tho souls on that ship as he 
gave them the Lord's message, "I 
believe God, that it shall bo even 
as it was told mo" (Acts xxvii, 
25). 

10. And now behold the Lord hath 
kept me alive, as Ho said, those 
forty and five years. 

Caleb realized tho truth of these 
words, though not written in his 
day : "Ho giveth to all life and 
breath and all things, for in 
Him wo live and movo nnd 
havo our being" (Acts xvii, 15, 28). 
Ho is the God in whose hand 
our breath is and whoso aro all our 
ways (Dan. v, 28), but how few 
seem to think of this! It is well to 
remember that wo continue from 
day to day only becauso tho Lord 
sees fit to keep us alivo. Happy aro 
those who, like Caleb, keep them¬ 
selves set apart for Himself, His 
own possession (Ps. iv, 3; Tit. ii 
14, R. V). 

11. As yet I am ns strong this 
day as I was in tho day that Moses 
sent me. 

Although cighty-fivo years of age, 
yet feeling ns strong and well as at 
tho ago of forty! It is written/ of 
Moses that ho was a hundred and 
twenty years old when he diod. His 
eye was not dim nor his natural 
force abated (Deut. xxxiv, 7). Then 
is a renewing of strength and youth 
ofttimes enjoyed by those who wait 
upon the Lord, but we can quietly 
leave it all with Him to give us ail 
tho days hero in tho mortal body 
that will be for His glory and our 
good. 

12. If so be the Lord will be with 
me, then I shall be able to drive 
them out, as the Lord said. 

He asked for mountains where the 
giants were, for lie learned as a 
young man, giants and walled cities 
were nothing to God. At tho age 
of forty he had said: "The Lord is 
with us. Fear them not" (Num. 
xiv, 9), and in forty years he had 
found no reason to change his mind. 
IIo had no confidence in himself, but 
lie had unbounded confidence in the 
Lord Clod. 

13-15. Ilebron therefore became 
the inheritance of Lulob # * # becauso 
that lie wholly followed tho Lord 
God of Israel.

[ the whole hearts? IIow few seem 
| willing to stand with Clod against 
the wisdom of this world, against 
culture, society, popular opinion and 
against the false teachers who are 
found in theological seminaries and 
I in many a pulpit perhaps as never 
before! Hebron suggests fellowship, 
{and the other name, Kirjnth-Arba,

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WOOD ASHES AS A FERTIUZ 

I think the average farmer does 
fully realize the value of wood ai 
ob a fertilizer, consequently they 
in many instances made little or 
account of, writes Mr. J. Ne 
Cotton. This Is a grave misl 
and should bo speedily remedied, 
ashes allowed to waste aro dol 
thrown a^ay, something farmers 
ill afford. Wood ushes aro gene 
ly considered unavailable for 
meadow land. My experience pr< 
this to bo untrue. 

I consider them fully as jeffla 
on damp ground as on dry land, 
farm is a low brook meadow. Y 
ashes I make and can obtain ot 
wise are sown broadcast in the 
on that portion of tho farm w! 
is losing its fertility and is m 
fest by a light, thin crop of gr 
Tho result is astonishing, 
spring following the application 
perfect mat of white clover come 
with an increased growth «of he 
grass.

They 
may come to you as they are daily 
coming in so many different ways, 
thousands of lawyers and merchants 
und ministers and doctors and wives 
and mothers and servants and 
clerks. Therefore, ns our opportun¬ 
ities for doing Christian service are 
coming In so many dilTereot ways, 
we should always be on the lookout 
for them. Wo should always be 
ready to grasp them and to turn 
them to account at any cost, even 
of life itself. 

Great opportunities^ always iove 
company and rarely travel alone. 
They arc apt to be gregarious in 
their habits. Like troubles, they 
swim in schools. They travel in 
herds. They fiy in flocks. Like the 
lender of a Hock of sheep, each great 
opportunity seems to bo the bell- j 
wether of a whole flock of other op-! 
portunities. Like the key log in a 1 
river jam, it seems to be the pre¬ 
cursor and sets free a whole river- 
full of other opportunities. 

But there is a negative side of 
warning in my text ns well as a 
positive side of exhortation. John 
J. Ingalls in his wonderful poem 
teaches the same two lessons in a 
temporal sense that Paul inculcates 
in a spiritual sense.

DAIRY STOCK* 

Can you keep your temper -when 
milking a cow, even if *she hits you 
a blow right square in the eye that 
makes the tears come? 

A cow that will eat up all the pro¬ 
fits and leave the farmer no reward 
for his labor, nor interest on the 
money invested, is poor property to 
have around. Better trade her for 
an old hen and chickens. 

A horse is a horse. Yes, but some 
are more so than others. We know 
horses that are almost as human as 
any man. Kind treatment and good 
care develop the better part of the 
horse the same as they will a man. 

Wo know a man who says when ho 
wants good company he goes out to 
ffce barn and talks with his horse. 
No reflection hero on tho folks in the 
house, either. Tho horse is a social 
being. > He likes to be talked to 
and to show his feelings in return. 

Some horses, like some men, do 
not seem to look where they arc go¬ 
ing when on the road or about the 
farm. In consequence, they often 
stumble and quite likely something 
will be broken. The driver of such 
a horse must hold a close rein on 
him and bo particularly watchful for 
bad places. It is the misfortune of 
tho horse and not his fault that ho 
makes these missteps, 

FEEDING FIGS. 

The bacon and hams must bo pro¬ 
duced on cheap food. Let tho liogs 
utilize tho ciovcr pasture; eighteen 
per cent, less grain is required for 
a given gain when the hogs run on 
pasture, if but a three-quarter grain 
ration is given with the grass. The 
hogs gain practically tho same 
amount per day as when given a full 
grain ration without tho grass. 

Utilize the pumpkins, apples and 
other fruits and vegetables that are 
too often wasted. Tho article^ 
make capital food for the swino and 
they are cheap and abundant at this 
time of the year. Feed these succu¬ 
lent and bulky foods as a dessert af¬ 
ter the usual grain ration has been 
eaten. They will not interfere with 
the amount of grain consumed, but 
will increase the appetitto anh tone 
tho system. If tho coarse foods are 
fed before the groin the swino will 
(ill on these and not cat much grain. 

Let tho pigs in the orchard after 
apple picking, to gather the fallen 
fruit. 

Provide each pig pasture with a 
good shelter and nest. The pig 
likes to sleep outside on clear nights, 
but when a cold rain comes he likes 
to bo where it is warm and dry. 

Hogs will grunt their satisfaction 
over a pumpkin feast. When fed 
pumpkins less corn is required and 
they eat their corn with a better 
relish, it seems. 

A variety in his diet suits the hog. 
lie will eagerly devour small, un¬ 
saleable potatoes and apples if given 
a chance. 

The last of October or first of No¬ 
vember is a very good time to kill 
a young porker for early use. Tho 
fresh meat is relished by the hard¬ 
working men. The cook who has 
grown tired of dressing chicken finds 
it easier to prepare a meal. 

We cannot agree with farmers who 
think it wasteful to kill a pig early 
in tho season when pork is high- 
priced. 


MENACE TO BRITAIN. 

Alarm Over Unprotected Cables Lying in Shallow Water Off 

the Coast of Nova Sootia- 3 

. > — Pmiiriflr Ounrtier (French), one ca* 


England baa Juat awakened to an¬ 
other danger that confront* her. « 
is one of serious moment to Great 
Britain. Up to the present no de¬ 
vice has been suggested whereby this 
danger may be obviated. The facts 
iiave been known for some time at 
tho admiralty, but it Is only lately 
that the main details have been re¬ 
vealed to the general public. 

As the matter looks at present It 
seems entirely within the bounds of 
possibility that at tho first outbreak 
of war against Great Britain the 
empire would be paralyzed by cut¬ 
ting her lines for tho transmission of 
information, the British cables all 
lying in shallow water In a small 
area ofl tho coast of Nova Scotia. 

At a single stroke, delivered by 
any fast steaming cruiser or ocean¬ 
going tug, the Pacific fleets rendez¬ 
vousing at Esqulmault, on the Pa¬ 
cific coast, and at Halifax and Ber¬ 
muda, on the Atlantic seaboard, 
would find themselves cut ofl from 
Whitehall. They could receive no 
news from headquarters eithor as to 
tho plans of the enemy or orders as 
to their own movements. 

AH of Canada would be cut off as 
well as the West Indies. Tho Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway would be 
practically worthless for the mili¬ 
tary purposes for which it was large-

As the German cable runs partly 
through Portuguese territory It la 
regarded as unreliable and practical¬ 
ly valueless to England in war, 
time. It is true there aro two car 
bios from Lisbon to Brazil via tho 
Capo Verdo Islands, but their con¬ 
nections are so complicated and un¬ 
reliable because of the countries In 
which the terminals aro situated 
that they would scarcely be availed 
of In war time, even if they escaped 
being wrecked. They can therefore 
bo disregarded. 

Attention is called to tho rocent 
decision of tho United States Su¬ 
preme Court to the cflect that those 
interested In tho British cable be¬ 
tween Manila and Hong Kong had 
no rodrese from tho American Goij 
ornment for the destruction of thefli 
property and tho loss to their busi¬ 
ness involved by Admiral Dowey’a 
Rearing up that cable when ho selz-

ly constructed. By cable cutting the 
widely scattered British possessions 
would be isolated from the home 
Government. 

The article in which some of these 
facts have been revealed in tho cur¬ 
rent number of the Fortnightly Re¬ 
view, points out the grave danger in 
which such a possibility places Great 
Britain in connection with a war 
with tho United States. C'anso, 
where the cables converge after their 
long journey under tho Atlantic, is 
not far from our northern naval sta¬ 
tions on the Atlantic. It is with¬ 
in easy striking distance from the 
Kittcry navy yard. 

In one day it is estimated a .ves¬ 
sel could destroy all tho British 
trans-Atlantic cables, thereby plac¬ 
ing Canada and tho West Indies at 
the mercy of the enemy and leaving 
tho British fleets at Esquimault, 
Halifax and Bermuda without means 
of communication with London or 
even with each other.

MOST SHOOT STRAIGHT 

LORD ROBERTS’ PLAIN WORDS 
TO THE ARMY. 

Officers as Well as Men Must Be¬ 
come Expert With, the 
Rifle. 

A most important order has been 
issued to the British army by Lord 
Roberts containing complete and de¬ 
tailed instructions as to a radical 
reform of the system of instruction 
in shooting. Henceforth, as tho re¬ 
sult of this emphatic and plainly- 
worded order, instruction in tho use 
of the rifle will take its proper place 
as the most vital part of the army's 
training. 

The order, it was stated, was is¬ 
sued with the approval of tho Scc- 
j rctary of State for War, and it 
I rend as follows: 

“Considerable as has been the im¬ 
provement in the shooting of the 
army during the last few years, our 
experience in South Africa has 
brought home to us the fact that 
our soldiers cannot as yet tako the 
fullest advantage of the admirable 
weapon which has been placed in 
their hands, or uso it with tha£ skill 
iand precision which arc so essential 
to success in war. 

“While I deeply regret that this 
j should be the case, I am not sur¬ 
prised, for 1 know, from many 
i years anxious watclfing over tho 
progress of rifle shooting in our 
j army, how comparatively few offi¬ 
cers tukc any real interest in this— 

; by far the most important part of 
the soldier's training—particularly 
to those who belong to tho cavalry 
'and infantry branches of the ser¬ 
vice. 

“Too frequently the musketry 
course is still looked upon as a 
somewhat irksome business which 
has to be got through as quickly as 
possible, and sufficient consideration 
is seldom given as to whether the 
results achieved arc satisfactory or 
not. 

DEPENDS ON TITE OFFICERS. 

“Success or failure in rifle shoot¬ 
ing depends entirely upon the offi¬ 
cers, and I now most earnestly de¬ 
sire to impress upon them the im¬ 
perative necessity for their becoming 
experts in the use of the rifle them¬ 
selves, and for assisting me in 
carrying out a far more complete 
and finished system of instruction 
than exists at present. 

“The value of the instruction im¬ 
parted to the men is entirely de¬ 
pendent on the ability of the officers 
to teach, and on the zeal with which 
they enter on a task which demands 
careful preparation, patience, and 
energy. 

“I expect, therefore, that all offi¬ 
cers will do their best to become 
competent Instructors, and that com¬ 
manding officers will assure them¬ 
selves of the fitness of their officers 
to teach, by watching them when at 
work with their non-commissioned 
officers and men, and will impress 
upon them that keeness in musketry, 
and good results, will be the first 
claipi Cpr advancement^ 

“in the same way eabordinate 
officers will be held responsible that 
the non-commissioned officers under 
command are capable instructors.

When re- 
i cruits join their corps daily instruc¬ 
tion will be ut once resumed. The 
| following will be the course: 

(a) Care of arms. 

(b) Instruction in training. 

(c) The firing exercises, both in 
drill order and field service or¬ 
der-one oxerciso at least to be 
formed daily. 

(d) Instruction and practice in judg¬ 
ing distance. A short exercise 
daily. 

(e) Instruction in firing from behind 
cover, and in snap-shooting. 

(f) Instruction in the theory, pow¬ 
ers and mechanism of tho rifle 
and its ammunition. 

(g) A course of lectures and exam¬ 
inations on the whole of the 
above subjects.; 

“When a proper system of recruit 
training is established, the soldier 
may be expected to be so expert 
with his rifle that repetition of ele¬ 
mentary lessons will seldom be ne¬ 
cessary. As yet this has not been

TAKE YOUR TIME. 

“The sole object of the range 
practice is to produce good marks¬ 
men, and this can not bo arrived at 
hurriedly or without duo del itera¬ 
tion. Tho aim should not bo to 
expend a certain quantity of am¬ 
munition, but to make every shot 
fired a practical lesson; this can 
only be done by careful marking of 
each shot, and explaining to tho 
men the causes of failure. 

“Exercise with blank ammunituuw 
miniature cartridges, or mercj^B 
’snapping/ on tho lines of tho rnpi^^ 
magazine and snap-shooting prac¬ 
tices of the regulation course, 
should be frequently practiced in 
quarters throughout the year, It is 
by snap-shooting .at short ranges 
that battles in the future will prob¬ 
ably be decided. 

The importance of practice at 
short range is also emphasized, and 
then Lord Roberts continues: 

“I am convinced that straight 
shooting, which is the result of care¬ 
ful training, is at least as important 
on the modern battlefield as tactical 
combinations, to the practice of 
which so much time and trouble are 
now devoted. 

“I cannot, therefore, too strongly 
impress on every general officer com¬ 
manding that it is his most im¬ 
portant duty to attain and main¬ 
tain a high standard of efficiency in 
musketry throughout all ranks 
his command. 

“I shall hold every general officer 
commanding personally responsible 
that he, by whatever means ho may 
consider best, will endeavor to atr 
tain a standard which can only bo 
considered satisfactory when it has 
attained the highest efficiency. 

“On January 1, 1903, general offi¬ 
cers commanding will leport to the 
Adjutant-General, in detail,' the 
steps which they have taken to in¬

COVER CROPS FOR ORCHAK 

Where the orchard needs protect 
in winter a cover crop should 
planted early enough to provide 
good blanket to the soil and 
tree roots. A good cover crop 
ways improves the fertility of 
soil of an orchard, and gradui 
improves the condition of the ti 
and vinos. Where the winters are 
most too severe for our ordin 
tender orchard trees, a good cc 
crop of some satisfactory plant 
worth more than almost anytl 
elso that can be done for the ( 
den or orchard. Clover lias 1 
used for a cover crop in an orcli 
more extensively than almost 
other, and the red variety and 
mammoth clover are both excel 
for the purpose wherever they thi 
well. It is not ulwuys poss 
to secure a good catch of clover 
an orchard, and .Alien rather t 
plant It and secure an imper 
crop in time to bo of any use it 
better to plant some other crop 
so difficult and uncertain of grov 

Both Canada and cow peas h 
in recent years becomo popular ci 
for this nurpose, and where they 
adapted to the soil and climate t 
should prove satisfactory. The i 
sandy soil of the farm will scl< 
produce good clover crops in t 
to be of much use, but cow i 
will nearly always prove succcs 
on such soils. When sowed br< 
cast they cover the ground pr< 
effectually and yield an imm< 
crop. They are rapid growers 
produce large crops, and who 
sown in drills or broadcast i 
are sure to yield an excellent c< 
crop for orchards. 


HOW FEAR WEAKENS. 

Disease Will First Attack Those 
Who Are Afraid of It. 

Illness is most likely n cowardly 
cur, which gives chase if you flee 
from it, but goes on about its busi¬

—if you pass on, unnbticing, but 
courageous. The reasons for the 
ability of bravo men to go unharm¬ 
ed through pest hospitals, as did 
Napoleon, and as physicians do ev¬ 
ery day, are not only psychological, 
but physiological.

to have a sort of pickling and hard¬ 
ening effect upon the tissues of the 
; body, like a plunge in brine, steel¬ 
ing them ugainst infection, while 
fear. by “unstringing" the nerves, 

! weakens the whole resisting power 
’of the body, inviting the very evil 
feared most. 

i The scientific health journals have 
been discussing this potent fact in

Where most of the woods are cut 
down springs and rivulets dry up, 
streams becomo slow, and after se¬ 
vere storms Hoods occur, tearing 
out good soil, washing away bridges 
and causing much loss.

If a farmer when it became neces¬ 
sary to cut trees for wood from poor 
land permitted them to grow again, 
instead of keeping the land for pas¬ 
ture, there' would always bo some 
woodland in a locality and the 
above dangers lessened.

Increase of Nearly Half a Million 
in Ten Years. 

Details of the eleventh decennial 
census of the population of Scotland 
were issued in blue-bq,ok form re¬ 
cently, together with the report made 
by the Registrar-General and Dr. 
Blair Cunynghame to the Secretary 
for Scotland. Tho statistical infor- 
; mation is conveyed by means of a 
series of tables covering over four 
hundred pages. 

j In dune lust a preliminary report 
was issued giving the population of 
j Scotland as 4,4712,000. After a ro- 
! vital of the lists it has been settled 
| that this fell short of the realities by 
, 103 poisons. The mules numbered 
2,173,755, the femules 2,203,318, At 
the duto of tho previous taking of 
j the census, the population was 4,- 
>025,047—Llie males, 1,042,717 ; tho 
j females, 2,082,030 ; thus giving a 
: total increase of 440,456 persons, 

1231,038 being of the male sex and 
j 215,418 of the female. The rate of 
i increase is, for the sexes combined, 
(11.09 per cent.; that for the males 
alone being 11.89 per cent., and for 
j the females 10.31 per cent. This 
rate of increase, as shown in an ap¬ 
pendix, is greater by 3.32 per cent, 
.than was tho rate at last census,

SOME FOBEFATHEKS LIVED. 
ME ABLY 1,000 YEAES. 

Argument of Scientist to S&oq| 
Men Lived to a Very Great 
Age. 

In scientific or quasl-sclentiflc in¬ 
terpretations of tho old testament,, 
attempts have been made to explain 
away the repeated and definite 
statements as to tho longevity of tho 
first generations of men—of Adam 
and his descendants.

MISUNDERSTOOD CIIKKRH. 

It is possible that Mr. Tarte is filled 
with the idea that he is the whole 
thing because the people of Ontario 
received him so cordially and cheered 
him so loudly when appearing before 
them, for Mr. Tarte was cheered 
mainly on account of sympathy and 
party zeal.

HON. MR TARTE RESIGNS. 

Ottawa, Oct. 21.—The Hon. Mr. 
Tarte is no longer a member of the 
Laurier Cabinet. The following letter 
which passed between the Premier arid 
the Minister of Public Works fully ex* 
pl a ins the matter. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier writes Mr. Tarte to-day as 
follows:— 

‘•Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 21 >t, ’02. 

“My Dear Tarte,-—After having seen 
you on Sunday last, and having ex¬ 
pressed to you ray well-settled opinion 
upon tlie consequences of your recent 
attitude, my first duty was to wait 
upon His Excellency tho Governor 
General to inform him that I was 
obliged to demand the resignation of 
vour portfolio. 

After having seen His Excellency, i 

• •ad to acquaint my colleagues of the 
interview which 1 had had with you. 
In accepting your resignation, it is 
well to emphasize the points of differ¬ 
ence between us. During my ahsenco 
in Europe, w thout any cominuiiica- 

• ion with me, and without uny 
previous understanding with your 
colleagues, you began an active cam 
paigu in favor of an immediate le- 
vibion of the tariff iu tho direction of 
high protection. I regret having been 
obliged to observe to you that this 
attitude on your part constitutes a 
self evident violation of your duty to¬ 
wards the Government of which you 
were a member. I repeat to you here 
what I told you on Sunday. I do not 
wish to discuss at this moment th* 
economic theoiy of which you have 
made yourself tlie chumpion. This 
question, however important it might 
he, is subordinate to one still more iiu- 
portaLt. If you had reached the con¬ 
clusion that the interests of the coun¬ 
try demanded without delay an in¬ 
crease of the customs duties, the first 
thing for you to do as a member of the 
Government, before addressing your 
views to the public, would have been 
to place them before your colleagues 
with the object of obtaining the unan¬ 
imous ac ion of the (Jabinei, which is 
the very foundation of responsible 
government.

HON. MR TARTE RESIGNS. 

Ottawa, Oct. 21.—Tiie Hon. Mr. 
Tarte is no longer a member of the 
Laurier Cabinet. The following let tor 
which passed between the Premier and 
the Minister of Public Works fully ex¬ 
plains the matter. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier writes Mr. Tarte to-day as 
follows 

“Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 21 >t, ’02. 

“My Dea r Tarte,—After having seen 
you on Sunnay last, and having ex¬ 
pressed to you my well-settled opinion 
upon t he consequences of your recent 
attitude, my first duty was to wait 
upon His Excellency tho Governor 
General to inform him that 1 was 
obliged to demand the resignation of 
vour portfolio. 

After having seen His Excellency, J 
had to acquaint my colleagues of the 
interview which 1 had had with you. 
"In accepting your resignation, it is 
well to emphasize the points of differ¬ 
ence between us. During my absenco 
in Europe, w thout any commuiiica- 
i ion with me, und without any 
previous understanding witli your 
colleagues, you began an active cam 
paigu iu favor of an immediate re¬ 
vision of the tariff iu tho direction of 
high protection. I regret haviug been 
obliged to observe to you that this 
attitude on your part constitutes a 
self evident violation of your duty to¬ 
wards the Government of which you 
were a member. 1 repeat to you here 
what 1 told you on Sunday. I do not 
wish to dibcuts at this moment th* 
economic theoiy of which you have 
made yourself ilie champion. This 
'piestion, however important it might 
be, is subordinate to one still more im¬ 
portant. If you had reached the con¬ 
clusion that the interests of the coun¬ 
try demanded without delay an in¬ 
crease of the customs duties, tho first 
thing for you to do as a member of the 
Government, before addressing your 
views to the public, would have been 
to place them before your colleagues 
with the object of obtaining the unan¬ 
imous ac ion of the Cabinet, which la 
the very foundation of responsible 
governme.it.

FOOD AND THE SEXES. 

rhe Male Hainan Weed* <» Bat More 
Than tke Female. 

According to a writer In the iJincet, 
the male human needs more food than 
the female not only on account of Ills 
larger stature, hut also because ho is 
the more katabollc of the two. The 
man tends to expend energy and the 
woman to store It up in the form of 
fat: h# burns the faster. This sexual 
difference shows Itself In the very 
blood. The man has a larger percent¬ 
age of chromocytes than the woman, 
showing that he needs a proportionate¬ 
ly larger quantity of oxygen In order 
to maintain his more active combus¬ 
tion, a fact which one may associate 
with his comparative freedom from 
chlorosis.

IfOMESTIC'RECIPES. 

Drop Dumplings.—Sift one cup 
flour with half teaspoon baking 
powder. Add half cup milk or wa¬ 
ter, divide in five parts and drop 
on top of stew. Do not let the 
gravy cover them. Lay a cloth on 
top of kettle before putting on the 
cover. Cook for exactly 12 min¬ 
utes. Do not look at them during 
the time. 

Corn Cob Molasses.—Take two 
dozen nice* clean corn cobs, put into 
a kettle and cook a long time in 
water enough to cover them. Strain, 
and add sufficient sugar to make 
a syrup, and boil as thick as you 
want molasses. You cannot tell it 
from maple syrup. 

Chocolate Pudding.—Take one pint 
bread crumbs, one quart milk, two 
Squares of chocolate, grated. After 
baking half an hour, stir well and 
bake until done. Sauce: Cream to¬ 
gether half cup butter and one cup 
sugar, add one well beaten egg, flav¬ 
or with vaniila. 

A Canning Touch.—A friend of 
mine puts a sweet scented geranium 
leaf at the top of her cans of Bart¬ 
lett pears just before screwing on 
the covers. Her son says no canned ■ 
pears taste like his mother's. Isn’t 
that the best of evidence that they 
are good? 

Tomato Apple Sauce —Take one ! 
peck nice ripe apples. Cut, boil nnd I 
press through a colander together 
with half peck ripe boiled tomatoes. | 
Add three cups brown sugar, two j 
cups white sugar, half cup vinegar, j 
and four tablespoons ground mixed 
spices. Boil again. 

Pudding Unique!—Use one quarter \ 
pound raw potatoes, scraped, one 1 
quarter pound raw carrots, scraped, j 
one quarter pound currants, and the . 
same quantity each of suet, chop- ! 
pod fine, nnd flour, a little salt, and j 
allspice. Mix all these well togeth- j 
er, and make it the consistency of a 
pudding for boiling, by stirring in j 
lnolussesH-about two tablespoons will i 
bo enough. Put in a greased pud-j 
ding mold, and boil two hours. 1 
Serve with or without sweet sauce. 

Frizzled Ilam.—Take two cups 
loan ham, chopped fine. Melt one 
tablespoon butter, fry the ham un¬ 
til it begins to color, sprinkle one 
tablespoon flour over it and fry un¬ 
til brown, stirring to keep it from 
scorching. Tour In one pint rich 
milk, boil up once, season with pep¬ 
per and servo. 

Apple Loaf.—Take from raised 
bread dough sufficient to make a 
small loaf. Work thoroughly into 
it one tablespoonful of butter, one- 
third cup^ of sugar, onc-quartor tea¬ 
spoonful of cinnamon and two well- 
bouton eggs. Add flour sufficient to 
bring to the consistency of a soft 
dough, knead lightly and let rise. 1 
Divide into thirds and roll each out 
the size of the pan. Lay one piece ( 
in th* pan nnd spread over it an j 
inch layer of tender sour apples j 
chopped line. Pour over a scant ta- : 
blespoon of melted butter, cover 
with a second piece of dough, add ! 
another layer of apples, more incited : 
butter and the third sheet of dough. 
Brush with ini Ik and let stand until j 
very light. Steam for one hour. , 
then place in a hot oven until light- j 
ly browned.

MOCK DISHES,; 

Mock Chicken Olives.—Cut slices 
from tho* Leg or round of veal, and 
divide into small pieces suitable for 
serving. Make a dressing with one 
cup bread crumbs, one teaspoon each 
chopped onion and summer savory, 
one tablespoon melted butter, and 
salt and pepper to taste. Spread 
each piece of veal out flat, lay on 
one tablespoon of the dressing, roll 
or ffeld together, and fasten with 
small wooden skewers. Place'in a 
roasting pan, dredge with flour, and 
pour over one cup boiling water. 
Bake until the moat is perfectly ten¬ 
der and nicely browned on one slide, 
basting often. Place the olives on 
a heated platter, and make a sauce 
with the contents of the pan, one 
cup boiling water, seasoning, and a 
little browned flour. 

Mock Duck with Stuffing.—Hkive a 
shoulder of mutton boned, and fill it 
with a stuffing made as follows: Cut 
four large peeled onions into quar¬ 
ters, and cook them in boiling wa¬ 
ter for five minutes. Drain, ami 
cover with fresh boiling water, and 
cook until the onions are tender. 
Put about one dozen sago leaves in 
boiling water for ton minutes, dry 
them, and chop very fine with the 
onions. Add half pound stale bread 
crumbs, pepper and salt to tost*, 
two ounces finely chopped nuet, and 
lastly two wcll-Dcflten eggs to bind 
all together. Skewer the open ends 
of the mutton. and fusten neatly 
with a string./ Put in a baking pan 
and cook until done, allowing 20 
minutes for each pound of meat. 
Baste well, and about three-quarters 
of an hour before it is to lie taken 
out, put into the pan peeled and 
halved potatoes to be baked a 
tempting brown. Remove the skew¬ 
ers and strings beforo serving, and 
serve hot with brown gravy and 
black currant jelly. A delicious 
way in which to serve mutton. 

Mock Pigeons.—Cut two pounds of 
veal into slices, half inch thick, 
three inches long, and two inches 
wide. Spread each with highly .sea¬ 
soned force meat. Tie securely, and 
stew in good brown stock for an 
hour. Then remove to the oven,, 
and bake till well browned. Serve 
with a thick brown gravy and boil¬ 
ed rice.

SOME BRIAUMUBBLINB 

ST. PIERRE AND MIQUELON 
ARE MADE 70R IT. , 

How the Daring Skippers Cir¬ 
cumvent and Defy the Re¬ 
venue Authorities. 

Recently a Canadian revenue cruis¬ 
er chased a suspicious looking 
schooner along the Cape Breton 
shore and next morning tfic whole 
coast was found to be strewn with 
casks of intoxicating liquors, writes 
a St. John, Newfoundland,, corres¬ 
pondent. These had come from the 
schooner, which was a St, Pierre 
smuggler and was making for a 
landing place when chased by the 
cruiser. To escape conviction she 
throw the contraband cargo over¬ 
board. 

In this incident is embodied one 
j of the most serious phases of the 
famous "French shoro question." 
The islands of St. Pierre and Mique¬ 
lon ^constitute the greatest smug¬ 
gling centre in the world to-day. 
Tho organization to defeat the re¬ 
venue laws of the Unitcdi States, 
Canada and Newfoundland Is jerfect 
and far-reaching. Nominally, St. 
I’ierrc is the headquarters or shelter 
port for the 10,000 fishermen who 
come across from France each year 
to trawl for codfish on tho Grand 
banks ; but really it is the groat 
distributing point for hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of 
valuable commodities which are 
illicitly Introduced Into the' neigh¬ 
boring countries by way of all the 
seaports between New York and 
Quebec. Opium, fine perfumes, cost¬ 
ly wines and liquors, French silks 
and similar goods arc smuggled into 
Now England by tho United Stutes 
fishing vessels which touch at St. 
Pierre on their way homo from the 
fishing banks. 

CHEAP BRANDIES 
and light wines arc carried up the 
St. Lawrence and distributed among 
all the French-Canadian villuges 6n 
the coast lino of Quebec province. 
Tobacco, sugar, liquors and fishing 
gear arc traded with the Newfound¬ 
land fishermen for buit or for help 
in handling tho cod, and the extent 
of tho illegitimate traflic with the 
English-speaking countries is enor¬ 
mous. There are merchants in St. 
Pierre, reputed fishery outfitters, who 
arc millionaires, but they have made 
their fortunes out of smuggling and 
not by their recognized pursuit. The 
fitiliery from St. Piorrc does not 
pay of itself nowadays; it is the 
smuggling which gi\e» the trader 
his profits. 

St. Pierre stands for the whole 
group—Miq,uelon, Langley und the 
other islets. Tho town, which 
fronts the only harbor, holds 90 per 
cent, of the total population, four 
hundred craft, of difierent rigs hail 
from it, ostensibly fisher vessels. 
Probably eighty are smugglers*. St. 
Pierre is the haven for which every 
defaulter in North America makes. 

I The laws arc lax and nobody wor¬ 
ries over a black sheep more or less. 
Agents of other powers are not en¬ 
couraged there. The French Govern¬ 
ment will not permit a British Con¬ 
sul on tho islet; an agent of the 
Newfoundland administration was 
j hunted out of the pluco at the risk 
of his life ; Canada is unable to se¬ 
cure recognition for a commercial 
; agent ;' a former American consul 
, Lcraino a ringleader in the smuggling 
! scandals nnd used his official paixrs 
and s.*als to assist in perpetrating 
| huge frauds upon his own Govern¬ 
ment. A man with any fine sense of 
j business honor is distinctly not 
wanted among the contrabands of 
St. Pierre. 

Until a few years ago there was a 
regular ‘‘smuggling syndicate" oper¬ 
ating between St. •John's and St. 
Pierre. It had members in the Mi¬ 
quelon Assembly and in the New- 


penaates for an occasional loss. T 
spirit which forms tho base of cc 
ooctions sold to tho Quebecers c 
be bought in St. Pierre for 60 ceo 
a gallon. It is doctored with nc 
ious drugs, coloring matter and ra 
water (the best dilutant), and 
sold for $8.50 a gallon to those t 
whom it is destined. It is vile st 
but it maddens the volatile Frenc 
Canadians and they like it. Cs 
ada's revenue loses about $250,0 
a year in consequence. 

For Nova Scotia, New Brunswi 
and New England tho proceedin 
are not so barefaced. Some sort 
secrecy is observed. False bul 
heads and secret compartments a 
providod in the smuggling ert 
and these are crammed with me 
costly commodities than go up t 
St. Lawrence. When a customs c 
tective in any Atlantic seaport si 
pects a Pierrots craft ho gc 
through her from truck to keolso:

Never use your patient as a ther¬ 
mometer for estimating the tempera¬ 
ture of the bath.

CARE 07 THE SKIN. 

The Mistake of Uneven Care of 
the Body. 

In all effort* to strengthen the 
general system—to produce a "strong 
constitution," os the saying goes— 
tho fact must be borne in mind that 
the body is no stronger than its 
weakest port. As an enemy would 
attack a broken gate in a fortified 
town, so will the germs of disease 
attack the feeblest outposts of the 
system. 

This mistake of uneven care of the 
body is one often made by well- 
meaning people with regard to the 
skin. Perhaps there is no one thing 
so often to blame for bronchitis, for 
instance, as an over-coddled, unven- 
| tilated skin. The amount of work 
the skin will do is largely a matter 
of practice. In qnimals and sav¬ 
ages tho skin reacts quickly to 
changes of temperature, and one rea¬ 
son why countrymen are more ro¬ 
bust than townsmen is that tho 
countryman's skin is exercised from 
early youth, is hardened gradually 
and naturally, and needs no artificial 
methods. Tho town man, on the 
other hand, lives too much in the 
even temperature of rooms, and is 
always more ojjf les* protected by 
built-up streets, and so his skin is 
never called #upon to do its share 
of work in regulating tho heat of 
the body. 

For these reasons the skin from the 
earliest years should not bo too 
anxiously protected. It should be 
accustomed to the shock of cold wa¬ 
ter, unless there happen to be rea¬ 
sons forbidding this, and the cloth¬ 
ing should bo porous and not too 
much in quantity. Most adults use 
far too much bedding, and most ba- 
I bies arc kept entirely too warm, as 
physicians well know. It is nccd- 
‘ less to add that the old-fashioned 
feather bed is an abomination for 
either young or old. 

. A most important part of tho 
cold water treatment is the subse¬ 
quent rubbing.!* Tho cold water pro¬ 
duces a powerful contraction of tho 
skin vessels, and when afterward tho 
skin is well rubbed and the body ex¬ 
ercised, theso vessels dilate; they 
j breathe, and a feeling of warmth 
! and well-being follows. All this 
keeps the skin up to its normal du¬ 
ties, and it then reacts quickly to 
tho changes to which it is exposed. 
One word more: small children are 
usually bathed in water much too 
hot. A bath thermometer should be 
an invariable adjunct of the nursery, 
*and the temperature should not be 
tested by tho mother's or nurse's el¬ 
bow, as is often tho case. Tho wa¬ 
ter should never bo above ninety-fivo 
degrees, and after the first months 
should bo reduced graduaKly to 
ninety degrees and lower.—Youth’s 
Companion.

DREYFUS IN PARIS. 

How tho Noted Captain Spends 
Hie Time in the Gay City. 

It is not generally known that 
Captain Alfred Dreyfus is living a 
quiet and retired life in a cosy little 
suburban house in Faria. Every day 
he may bo seen on the streets of 
Paris, in the Louvre and tho great 
libraries, yet no one recognizes him 
becauso they do not know him. Cur¬ 
iously enough, he wears *no dis¬ 
guise. He has frequently brushed 
elbows with bis greatest enemies. 
Not many days ago, for instance, an 
officer who gave evidence against 
him at the famous Rennes trial 
bogged his pardon when stepping out 
out of a trumcar, unconscious of the 
personality ho was addressing. 

These facts were told to a writer 
in London Tit-Bits by a gentleman, 
a grout personal friend of tho much- 
condemned man, who pointed out the 
house occupied by tho famous pri¬ 
soner of Devil’s Island as wo passed 
down a quiet suburban thoroughfare 
of tho world's gayest city. Ho had 
had an interview with Dreyfus that 
very week. He found him writing 
at his desk as unconcernedly as a 
retired banker, determined to take 
life easy. 

Ho explained that ho accepted tho 
"pardon," which many decParo he 
should not have done, at the sole 
advice of his friends, and on tho un¬ 
derstanding that ho could appeal 
against tho decision. This chance 
has gone, now that tho President 
has proclaimed an amnesty for all 
concerned. 

Dreyfus, continued my friend, is 
not a sympathetic man at first sight, 
rather the other way; but the more 
you see of him—and I have chatted 
with him some seven or eight times 
during tho present year—tho 

MORE YOU LIKE IIIM. 

After each conversation your opin¬ 
ion of him improves. You quickly 
discover this fact, that ho views 
with broad humanity tho motives 
and acts of the men who made him 
curse Ihc hour of his birth a thou¬ 
sand times. 

lie acknowledged to me one day 
that his natural inborn reserve ha$l 
made him many enemies. 

"Until I met my wife," ho once 
said to me, "1 never cared for tho 
society of anybody. It was wrong, 
but I never knew it until it was too 
late. I sought no friends and 
acquaintances because I had not the 
inclination, and because my ambi¬ 
tion to succeed niude me careful of 
my time. The hours devoted to 
friendly intercourse would bo better 
spent in study, I thought. When I 
joined tho general staff, for in¬ 
stance, I made not a single, call — 
just sent my card to superiors and 
comrades alike. It made bad blood; 
they thought me uncivil." 

Dreyfus admits, without a shadow 
of hesitation, that many features of 
his case aro unexplained to this day. 
lie has many sincere friends who 
visit him frequently.

Once, when ho was 
anxiously awaiting news from Egypt 
he heard that a Nile boat had run 
ashore, and that tho crew had been 
put to death. This boat bore the 
name of "L'ltulie." Napoleon "a* 
much concerned when ho heard thi# 
lost piece of news. He looked upon 
it u* an omen that his hopes of 
annexing Italy to France were to be 
shattered, says a writer in United 
Service. Nothing would Induce him 
to believe the contrary. "My pre¬ 
sentiment* never doccive me," ho 
s-aid ; "all is ruined ; I am satisfied 
that my conquest is lost."

POPULATION OF CHINA. 

The present population of China is 
comparatively very little in excess of 
that recorded by various European 
statisticians hnlf a century ago. At 
that period, and even later, it was a 
matter of infinite difficulty, if not a 
sheer impossibility, to obtain any¬ 
thing like authentic information con¬ 
cerning the population of China. By 
sonic writers this was given ns 850,- 
000,Quo, by others as 400,000,000 
and 450,000,000. The Chinese popu¬ 
lation of to-day numbers about 42(5,- 
000,000 of souls, including 8,500,000 
in Manchuria, 2,580,000 in Mongolia, 
(5,480,020 in Tibet and 1,200,000 in 
Chinese Turkestan. Shantung, with 
a population of 88,247,000, is the 
most densely inhabited province of 
China. Kiaiigsu, in which Shanghai 
is situated, lias a population of 1,- 
808,285. In density of population,* 
Shansi, with 50 inhabitants to tlie 
square kilometer, may bo compared 
with Hungary, and Fukien and 
Hupeh with England, Chili with 
France, and Yuntmn with Bulgaria. 
(;)n an average, China proper—i. c., 
the eighteen pro\inecs—is not much 
more thickly populated than the 
German empire. Thtf four great Chi¬ 
nese “outlnnds," consisting chieliy 
of steppe and wilderness, arc very 
sparsely populated.

NOTES AND COMMENTS . 

But little attention haa yet been 
imid in this country to the extra¬ 
ordinary plan adopted by the Parlia¬ 
ment of the Australian Common¬ 
wealth for the assurance of a mon¬ 
opoly to white labor in the Austra¬ 
lian continent. The restrictive mea¬ 
sure goes much further than the 
United States or Canadian laws, 
for it empowers the Custom House 
officers to shut out not only Asia¬ 
tics and all other colored persons, 

► ^hethefr alien or British, but also 
all white men, including British 
subjects, except native or natural¬ 
ized Australians. Wo do not say 
that, os yet, these unparalleled pow¬ 
ers are exercised, but they are now 
upon t.ho statute books, and may 
at any moment bo called into ac¬ 
tivity should an imperative demand 
to that effect bo made by the Aus¬ 
tralian Labor party, which is pow¬ 
erful, not only in Victoria, New 
South Wales and other constituent 
States, but also in the Federal Leg¬ 
islature. 

policy oi rigorous exclusion 
*hh first applied in Australia to the 
Kanakas, or South Sea Islanders. 
These men only came into compe- 
tition with the lowest forms oi la¬ 
bor, but labor, nevertheless, which 
it was asserted white men could do. 
To wall out the Kanakas was easy 
enough, because they were backed 
by no strong Power, and no political 
complication could be caused by the 
harsh treatment of them. It was 
not so easy to cope with the Mon¬ 
golian problem, for the Japanese 
and Chinese compete with white men 
in every kind of employment, and in 
the north of Australia they aro 
ousting the shopkeepers and pcdlers. 
Even the capitalist classes had be¬ 
gun to bo subjected to pressuro from 
Mongolian rivals. For example, 
Jnpancso vessels had attempted to 
take part in the pearling industry at 
f i hursday Island, and Japanese 
steamers threatened to tuko away 
the bulk of Australia's eastern 
trade. 

The agitation against alien com¬ 
petition culminated in the passage 
by the Australian Parliament of the 
Immigration Restriction Act, which 
became operative at the beginning of 
the present year. It is, as we have 
said, the most drastic and sweeping 
measure ever adopted in any coun¬ 
try. Jt provides that no person 
f.hull be allowed to land in Austra¬ 
lia, who, when asked to do so by 
the Customs Officer, fails to write 
out a dictation, and sign in the offi¬ 
cer’s presence, a passage, fifty words 
in length, in a European language 
specified by the officer. This means 
that u Customs Officer is practical¬ 
ly invested with an absolute - power 
of exclusion, for ho can require a 
passenger to write out fifty words in 
a 'language with which the passen¬ 
ger is almost certainly unacquaint¬ 
ed. For instance, if the prospective 
emigrant be a Frenchman, lie can 
be called upon to write in Finnish, 
or Hungarian, or Turkish, or 
. Basque. Of course, public opinion 
would not justify a Customs Officer

out thirty-eight battalions of Ke- 
dlfs, or regular reserves. For the 
moment the reported rising appears

No 
doubt sympathizers from Bulgaria 
will find their way across the fron¬ 
tier to swell the insurgent ranks; 
and the Turkish Government will bo 
lucky if it does not have to deal 
with the Greeks In the south and 
Servians in the north at the same 
time. The attitude of the Alban¬ 
ians, too, is of consequence, should 
the Slavs of Navi-Bazar and Old Scr- 
via take up arms. It is at this 
point that the policy of Austria 
will have to develop itself, while It¬ 
aly looks after Albania. Since the 
Russian invasion of Turkey in 1820, 
it has become a superstition at Con¬ 
stantinople that there should bo a 
war between Russia and Turkey ev¬ 
ery quarter of a century. As the 
last was in 1877, the next is about 
due, and recent events in the Black 
Sea and what is going on in Mace¬ 
donia and Armenia scorn to be its 
harbingers. 


One of the strongest anomalies of 
speculation is in the facility with 
which men arc induced to take large 
risks on fulsc information and man¬ 
ufactured points. Considering the 
readiness with which a numerous 
class of “outside" operators buy 
or sell on sensational rumors, it is 
not surprising that the professional 
operators should keep the market 
well supplied with such decoys; and 
it is not cosy to say which most de¬ 
serves* condemnation—the heedless 
credulity of the dupes, or the de¬ 
liberate lies of thq cunurd makers. 
There is, however, a third party not 
less blamnblc than either of the fore¬ 
going. Wo refer to those who make 
it a part of their business to circu¬ 
late false information. Principal 
among these caterers arc the finan¬ 
cial nows agencies and the morning 
news sheet, both specially devoted to 
the speculative interests that center 
at tlie stock exchange. The object 
of these agencies is a useful one, but 
tlie public have a light to expect 
that when they subscribe for infor¬ 
mation, upon which immense trans¬ 
actions may be undertaken, the ut¬ 
most caution, scrutiny and fidelity 
should be exercised in the procure¬ 
ment and publication of the news. 
Anything that falls short of this is 
some hing worse Hum bad service 
and ba 1 faith with subscribers; it is 
dishonest anti mischievous. And yet 
it cannot be denied that much of 
tiie so-called news that reaches the 
public through these instrumentali¬ 
ties. must come under condemnation.

Deputy Minister Smart's Estimate 
otf Gold Yield. 

A despatch from Ottawa says :_ 

James A. Smart, Deputy Minister of 
the Interior, has, returned from a 
two months' trip to the Yukon. In 
an interview Mr t Smart said 

“The mining conditions in the 
Yukon were never as satisfactory as 
they are to-day, and in my judgment 
there never were so many placer 
mines at work. Their aggregate 
output of gold may bo less than it 
was a couple of years ago, although 
I am not sure of that cither. You 
see tho output figures wero only es¬ 
timated till this season, and estimat¬ 
ed before tho metal was actually 
gathered. This year we have cor¬ 
rect returns to go upon, and my 
opinion is that the total output will 
amount to about twelve millions of 
dollars. There has been a royalty 
collected upon nine millions of an 
output already." 

In tho White Horse district a 
great deal of attention is being given 
to tT.o upper deposits. Advantage 
was taken of Mr. Smart's presence 
to lay before him representations for 
tho establishment of a copper smelt¬ 
er: The miners thought tho Govern¬ 
ment should undertake its construc¬ 
tion. One of the difficulties is » that 
no coul for coko-making is available. 
The Yukon Council is encouraging 
tho testing of gold ore to boo if tho 
quartz deposits amount to any¬ 
thing. A comparatively low rato 
was secured for tho smelting and 
assay work. This is dono under 
Government supervision, and a cer¬ 
tificate furnished upon which the 
public can rely for accuracy. 

Mr. Smart will recommend the 
appointment of an assistant com¬ 
missioner to aid in the government 
of tho district.

Wednesday afternoon a most distressing 
and painful accident happened to Raymond 
L oyd, son of Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Lloyd, 
who reside just across the Selby railroad 
orossing. In company with a couple of 
lads named Roy Aaselstiue and Robert 
Girvin he went out to the woods, about a 
mile north of the town, for the purpose of 
having some sport, shooting. When they 
arrived at the woods, whiob is about a 
quarter of a mile from Mr. Frank Vanda- 
bogart’s farm, a pieoe of paper was fasten¬ 
ed up on the fence as a target. They had 
two guns with them, and while Asselstine 
and Girvin where shooting at the target 
Lloyd prooeeded to load the gan be had, 
which was &n ordinary single barrel shot 
gun. It is not known exactly whether 
Lloyd put anything in the gun or not, bat 
it is supposed he put a good deal more 
powder to it than he should have done. 
He then asked Asselstine for some shot. 
Asselstine poured out some shot and put it 
in the barrel of the gan. He then put 
in some paper wadding, but as soon as he 
put the ramrod in the barrel of the gun be 
knew sometbiug was wrong. He told 
Lloyd be would not sboot tba gun off as 
there was either sometbiug iu the gun that 
should not be there or else it was overload¬ 
ed. Lloyd put the gun to his shoulder 
and pulled the trigger when it exploded 
knocking him over baokward to the ground. 
The other two lads beoume frightened and 
started to run away, but when Lloyd be¬ 
gan to yell Asselstine went baok and picked 
bim up, The blood was streaming from 
bis shattered face, and, although he could 
not see, with the aid of Asselstine he walk 
ed to Mr. Vandebogart’s place, where a 
rig was procured and he was conveyed to 
towD. lie was taken to Dr. Leonard's 
office when it was found that the boues iu 
the top of the nose and over the left e>e 
were badly shattered. The right eye was 
also badly affected, being swelled complete¬ 
ly shut. The wounds were dressed and 
the unfortunate young man removed to his 
home. From latest reports he waB resting 
quietly, and if blood poisoning does not 
set in the dootors have bright hopes of bis 
recovery, and possibly the sight of both 
eyes will be saved. Even if he does recover 
he will iu a]^ probability be disfigured for 
life. Some reports say the gun was defec¬ 
tive, but young Asselstine who owned it, 
says it was ail right with the exoeptiou of 
the stock which was cracked a trifle, and 
was bound with a small piece of wire.
